ton’ H. R. Davison, vice-president 
lof the American® Meat Institute,

|bulky cereals and roughages into 
j concentrated, high-quality protein. 

Mr. Davison pointed vut.that the 
capacity’. of the average human 
stomach is only about 40 fluid 
ounces, which is a basic limiting 
factor in the demand for food. But 
there is a wide range in the kind 
and quality of food with which it 
may be filled. 

For example, if the household 
refrigerator of a-family of two 
adults and two children is stocked 
|} With a weekend supply (24 meals) 
| of protective foods, including 
| plenty of high quality animal pro- 
teins, it would contain the equiv~ 
alent of 280 pounds of:corn, in 
addition to the fruits, vegetables 
and cereals included in the menw. 

The daily corn equivalent of a 
good high-protein diet; with plenty 
‘of meat, milk and eggs, is figured 
at about 35 pounds, Since animals 
‘are generally not fed corn alone, 
one person on a good diet prob- 
ably .would consume’ the equiva- 
lent of 10 pounds of grain and 
{50 pounds of hay per day. 


A serving of bacon and eggs for | 


‘breakfast is equivalent to four 
‘pounds of corn, or if in the form 
|of corn meal mush, two gallons. 
A steak for dinner, on the other 
hand, would be the much more 
j palatable, equivalent of 6 pounds 
of corn, 3% pounds of hay and 
{14 pound of prottin supplement. 
| Or a serving of pork chops would

GARDEN NOTES— ’ 


Planting too deep, too close 
common gardening mistakes 


Planting too deep, too close, and too soon, are probably 
the most common mistakes in gardening. One should for- 
get all about the tiny seeds one is sowing and think only of 


the size of the plants those tin 


Even little fellows, like yew | 
or portulaca, or leaf. lettuce and 
green onions, require some  sface 
to develop properly..The safe rule 
is’ about at least half as much 
space’ between plants as they will 
be high when full grown, With 
small flowers and vegetables this 
means at least & couple of inches 
between and with zinnias, peas, 
beans, etc., at least four to six 
inches. With dahlias and corn 
this should be 12 to 18 inches, 

The rule for depth is three times 
the diameter of the seer or root 
planted. This means that really 
tiny’ seeds should be merely 
pressed in the soil while such 
things as beans and peas should 
be covered about an inch deep. 
The bulbs or corms of tall flowers 
like gladiolus and dahlias should. 
go down from six to 12 inches. 


Good tools 

Gardening does flot require éx- 
‘pensive equipment, But it will be 
easier with a few special tools. 
With most of this hand equipment 
it is advisable to have. long 
handles so that one does not lave 
to stoop. It is surprising how ac- 
curate and quickly one can do 


stuff with a long handled sharp 
hoe . or’ cultivator provided the 
same is narrow or comes to a 
point. 

The D-shaped dutch hoes are ex- 
cellent things for killing weeds 
and loosening up the top soil, but 
one must be careful in using too 
close to sprawly vegetables and 
flowers. There are all sorts of 
tiny rakes, trowels and -cultiva-

fluorine in their daily foods to make fluoridation of water 


or topical fluoridation unnecessary is very mistaken,” 


Dr. 


A. E. Chegwin, director of dental health in the Saskatche- 
wan health department, said recently. 


“Proper diet is important in; 
building and maintaining dental | 
health, and by proper diet we} 
mean a balanced food intake and, 
at the same time, a sharp reduc- 
tion in the amount of sugar most 
of us have been consuming. But 
diet, as modern diets go, is not 
the complete answer. Unless. our, 
foods . and our water contains! 
enough natural fluorine to provide 
our teeth with a sound enamel 
protective cover, proper dieting 
alone will not prevent decay.” 

Dr. Chegwin referred to a re- 
port from Vancouver, where @ 
natural resources fish expert was 
quoted as telling a conference 
that, “the best natural sources of 


fluoride are fish and tea; so that 
by eating enough fish and drink- 
ing enough tea one can get the 
prescribed amount of fluoride to 
prevent’ dental caries.”

Moreover, most of 
the fluorine in fish is in the bones. 
Surely we're not going to give our 
children ground fish bones! Then, 
it should be considered that both 
tea and fish may be too expensive 
for many families. 

“It is for precisely these prac- 
tical reasons that water fluorida- 
tion or topival fluoridation are rec- 
ommended. Water fluoridation is 
so ‘cheap and effective as well as 
safe that every community with 
a central water supply can afford 
it. For those who have no access 
to piped water, topical fluoridation 
by a dentist or dental hygienist 
is recommended. Topical fluorida- 
tion is painting the teeth with 
fluorine. This measure has to be 
repeated ae various ages.”

Frost damage speeded up 
selection in plant breeding 


The place of natural selection in the science of plant 


results of tests are analysed. 


The frost of last fall following 
the hail damage of 1953 presented 
a discouraging picture to the plant 
breeders at Lacombe.

The outlook now is much more 
favorable.

The very first sicniue job will not be in the garden out:

Where a lot of plants are to 
be started the hot bed is the ideal solution and one is 
advised to get a government bulletin on the subject and 
follow the directions.

Bylaw of the Municipal District of Wainwright, No. 61, 
to limit the operation of trucks, trailers and traction 


engines on all public roads, highways, streets and lanes 
in. the Municipal District of ‘Wainwright, No. 61. 


' WHEREAS — Under the provisions of thé Municipal Dis-- 
tricts Act the control of all public roads, highways, streets, 
and lanes within the said Municipal District is vested in the 
Municipal District of Wainwright, No. 61,-and there is a 
duty on the Municipal District to repair the said roads. 


AND WHEREAS — Under the provisions of the Public . 
Services Vehicles Act the Council may prohibit.the use of 
any district road, local road, or portion’ thereof by any: 
truck, trailer or traction engine and the said Public Services 
Vehicles Act and the Highways Traffic Board do not provide 
for the control as contemplated in this Bylaw: 


THEREFORE — The Council of the Municipal District’ 
of Wainwright No. 61, enact as follows: The term “truck” 
shall inelude all trucks with a-rated capacity of one ton or 
more and the term “tractor” shall include traction engines 
operated on wheels and also such motor vehicles as run on 
tracks. 


No person shall operate any truck, trailer or tractor on any 
district road, local road or portion thereof without permis- 
.sion of the Councillor in the Division in which the vehicle is 
operating during any rain storm or during a rainy season ~ 
or at any time when. the said vehicle breaks through the 
surface of the roadway or causes rutting or breaks chunks. 
of road material from the road bed. 


Any | person or persons who are found golly ot a breach 
of. this Bylaw. shall be guilty of an offence..and liable on 
summary conviction for a first offence to a penalty of not 
more than ‘Twenty-Five dollars ($25.00) and costs, and a 
second offence to a penalty of not more than Fifty Dollars 
($50.00) and costs and for third or subsequent offence toa . 
penalty of not more than One Hundred Dollars 4$100. 00) 
and costs.
